Ho said further that Col. llain
would not bo nt his ofllco to.day. though tho
Cernherus who guardsltho door did not learn
that Col. llain was " out " until ho luvl takon
in a reporter's card.

Notwithstanding this position of the rail,

It occurred at 0. 15 1'. m., when tho tracks
woro crowded with trains running lunlor
short headway.

A Ninth nvonuo train, drawn by Engine
No. 15, tn chnrgo of Engineer Mathias, hud
drawn out fioin tho Pifty-ninl- h stnot station
light, hnd run ahead past the lloulovard aud
was hoiug bucked onto the middlu track at
the switch.

One of the four cars had passed thn switrh
and tho second was on it, when a Fifty-fift- h

street train, north bound, drawn by ougluo
M, Hen Hmcdloy engineer, crashed into
tho car, derailing It so that it reBtcd,
ouo end ou tho eentro track and the ether on
a cross girdor botween tho up nud down
tracks, both its heavy trucks crashing down
into tho streot below upon thetiacksof tho
Ninth avtnuo stirfaco road.

Tha car which had passed tho switch was

truck, whore it was struck: by a south-houn- d

train nud carrlod crashing and splintered for
a full block.
